Apparently from evidence already 
brought torth only one person has di­ 
rect connection with the history of the 
case as at present being unravelled. 


There was early in the case the 
name of Mr. Gibson, pastor of the 
church, brought forward as being in 
some way connected with the most 
suspected party. 
Other, and matters 
more weighty, seems to have prevented 
a thorough looking over some facts 
which might or might not bring this 
gentleman into* a closer connection 
with the murder than might be pleas­ 
ant for His friends to hear. 


In this connection it is the purpose 
of this article to state that not many 
years ago there was a family, consist­ 
ing of a widow and her daughter liv­ 
ing on University avenue, with whom 
the Rev. Gibson was upon

From the information given to this 
paper is sufficient foundation to form a 
belief that the authorities should make 
a very thorough investigation into the 
life of Mr. Gibson while in California.

so called gift concert or similar enter­ 
prise offering prizes dependent upon lot 
or chance. 
This will be a great hin- 
derance 
to the lottery dealers and 
will cause them to lose 
thousands 


of dollars, as it will be hard work for 
them to get their tickets 
distributed 
throughout the country, and afterwards 
their, list of drawings. 
This list can 
only be sent by telegraph to different 
cities and can then only be used in 
the papers that are circulated 
about 
town, as the express company is for­ 
bidden to carry any newspaper that 
has a lottery advertisement in its col­ 
umns. 
T h e San Francisco dailies 
have for years printed two editions of 
the paper when the lottery lists were 
published. 
One with the list and one 
without 
T b e edition in which the 
list was published was sent by Wells 
Fargo & Co., and the edition without 
the list was sent by mail. 
Now the 
Government has stopped all this, and 
some of the many lottery concerns in 
this country will have to go to the wall. 


We sincerely hope that it will take 
them all.

.One of t h e m o s t interesting mechanical 
processes as n o w practiced is t h a t resorted 
to for t h e d r a w i n g of wire. 
T h e rod Is re­ 
ceived by t h e ' w i r e d r a w e r in the form Of a 
coll, the rod being'of v a r y i n g section and 
'the coil of a ' w e i g h t depending Upon the 
purpose for w h i c h it Is Intended. O n e end 
of the rod is pointed and s o m e w h a t re­ 
duced by machinery, ant! the oo)l receives 
a bath in mild acid to remove all 
oxida­ 
tion, then is washed in lime w a t e r to give 
a d r a w i n g surface, and finally dried in a 
suitable oven. 
When ready Tor 'drawing, 
the pointed rod Is inserted in one of 
the 
holes o f a d r a w i n g plate, t h e ' l a t t e r being 
' generally of' steel, though 
oaBt iron is in 
some oases used; the d r a w i n g holes are 
oonloal a n d t h e rod is inserted from 
the 
larger end, while on the other side of the 
plate the pointed end is seized by power 
pinchers a n d pulled until e n o u g h has been 
d r a w n t h r o u g h to allow'of Its b e i n g passed 
a r o u n d a n d 
fastened to a d r u m 
o r ' r e e l 
which Is driven by power. 
Of course the 
rod is reduoed in area and m u o h 
elongat­ 
ed, a n d t h i s w i t h o u t any perceptible loss 
of metal. 


W h i l e passing t h r o u g h 
the plate it is 
kept lubricated with w h a t is called wire 
d r a w e r s ' soap or grease, a n d after being 
d r a w n 
t h r o u g h 
this first hole it is p u t 
t h r o u g h a series of smaller holes u n t i l it 
has been b r o u g h t down to t h e requisite 
size.' B u t t h e compression a n d disturbance 
of the s t r u c t u r e of t h e rod oonBeqttont 
upon these reductions have hardened it so 
muoh t h a t a t certain stages it is neoessary 
t o stop the prooess and soften the metal by 
annealing. 
I t is then again washed 
In 
acid, etc., a n d the d r a w i n g 
resumed.—

able to klok. 


T h e n the spider spun 
another 
thread 
about four 
Inches long and fastened it 
'somewhere a m o n g the former ones. Grab­ 
bing hold of the free end, he began t o haul, 
Just as a sailor does w h e n he Is helping to 
hoist a sail, and at every t u g the fly's legs 
were d r a w n oloser and oloser together un­ 
til they were all In a b u n c h hard and fast. 


Now comes the astonishing part of the 
story.

Longfellow Is the most popular poet yet 
born in America, a n d if we oan measure 
popular approval 
by ^>e widespread 
sale 
of his suooesslve volumes he w a s probably 
the m o s t popular poet of the English lan­ 
guage in t h i s century. 
P a r t of his popu­ 
larity is due to his healthy 
mind, his 
calm spirit, his vigorous sympathy. 
H i s 
thought, t h o u g h often deep, w a s never ob­ 
scure. 
H i s lyrics had always a grace t h a t 
took t h e ear w i t h delight. 
They have a 
s i n g i n g simplicity, c a u g h t it m a y be, from 
t h e G e r m a n 
lyrists, snob as U h l a n d 
or 
Heine. 
T h i s simplicity w s s t h e result of 
rare artistic repression. 
I t was not d u e to 
any poverty of intelleot. 


Like Victor H u g o in Franoe, Longfellow 
in America 
w a s t h e poet of 
childhood. 
A n d , as he understood t h e ohildren, so ho 
also sympathized with the poor, the toll­ 
ing, the lowly, n o t looking down on them, 
b u t glorifying, their labor a n d deolaring 
t h e necessity of it and 
the nobility of 
work. H e could m a k e the barest life seem 
r a d i a n t w i t h beauty. H e had acquired the 
oultureof all lands, b u t he understood also 
the message of bis o w n 
country. 
He 
t h o u g h t t h a t the best t h a t Europe oould 
b r i n g was none too good for the plain peo­ 
ple of America. 
H e was a t r u e American, 
n o t only in his stalwart patriotism In the 
hour of trial, b n t in his loving acceptance 
of the dootrlne of h u m a n equality a n d In 
his belief a n d t r u s t in his fellow m a n . —
